VISALIA, April 19.—Late yesterday 


afternoon Sheriff 
K;iy of Tuhire re- 


ceived information from school children 
iliiit they had seen Hontaj; and Evans, 
tho train robbers, at Kvaiiri' hoiu-e. 


The Sheriff 
quietly got together a 


l»osse of nine men and started for the 
creamery, one and one-half miles front 
Visalia, on the Uoshen vo;ul. Arrived 
they went into a lield and waited until 
dark. 


A ronucil of war was then held and 


the force divided for the purpose of 
guarding all the avenues of escape. 
Four men were sent to watch the Pat- 
terson road and three to guard the 
Canty lane. 


The sheriff and his deputy, who were 


at the barn, wore to give a signal of one 
shot to announce the approach at the 
Patterson road of tho robbers and a 
they took the Canty lane two shots. 


Alwut 10.45 the robbers, who evidently 


supported they were watched, drove out 
01 the barn at breakneck ppeed and 
started down the Canty lane. Kay shot 
twice at the robbers, who did not return 
the tire, but only whipped np their 
horse more vigorously. 


The men stationed in the Canty lane 


had been directed to take a certain posi- 
tion near the fence, but went across to 
the other side, believing the position to 
be a more advantageous one. 


This proved to be an. error of judg- 


ment, however, for it took them Further 
out of range. The robbers came dash- 
ing along and the men on the Canty 
road, who had heard the signal, were on 
the lookout. 


They fired six. shotd at the fleeing rob- 


bers, who made no response. Owing to 
the increased distance the change of 
position put them in from the place 
where the robbers passed, and the dark- 
ness, Hontag and Evans escaped without 
a scratch. 


The last, scon of them they were 


dashing along toward Goslicn. Sheriff 
Kny and his posse returned to Visalia to 
make hurried preparations for starting 
out in pursuit of tho fugitive?. The offi- 
cers did not make a descent on the

It is believed that if the school children 
had not discovered their presence there, 
the officers, who are continually on tht 
lookout, would have made the discover} 
aiu-how.
